MR. YERKES BAS A LARGE MAIL. 


All the Conductors and Drivers Resign— 
Chief Hubbard Seen. 
When President Yerkes entered his office 


several hundred of a uniform size and de- 
scription.

MR. YERKES AND CHIEF HUBBARD. 

Yesterday was one of Mr. Yerkes’ busy 
days.

‘tion women could do more in a year than 


they had hitherto done in a generation. The 
league would trace out the lines of interest 
to women, focalize their attention upon 
them, and draw together the best of womun’s 
ideas through love, that most inexorable of 
all forces in the universe. 

Mrs. George Rogers answered a number of 
questions relative to the bettering of the 
condition of women wageworkers. Mrs. 
Putnam gave a history of the kindergarten 
work in Chicago, and showed how it made 
better students and better men and women 
by its methods. Mrs. S. A. Sears told of the 
industrial Art School and the good it was 
accomplishing, building from the foundation 
laid by the kindergarten system.

Prices in New York Fall Off but Show Signs 
of Recovery. 

New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—The finan- 

cial system cleared somewhat today, and be- 

fore the close of business the bulls bright- 


ened up considerably, and once more com- 


menced to talk confidently about higher 
prices. This was due in a great measure to 
the change in the situation at the Produce 
Exchange, where the excitement of yester- 
day had all subsided, and where the business 
did not exceed, in fact did not equal, the vol- 
ume of ordinary days. This led to a feeling 
that the worst was over, and in connection 
with the inducement of strength shown by 
the stock market in the attacks that have 
been made on it served in a measure to re- 
store the confidence that during the last few 
has been shaken.

Ineffectual Attempt to Reconcile the Two 
Statesmen, 

T. C. Crawford in the New York World: 
The controversy brought about by the pub- 
lication ot a bitter letter from Roscoe Conk- 
ling, written in 1866, concerning Mr. Blaine. 
has revived memories of the various attempts 
made during the lifetime of Mr. Conkling to 
bring about a reconciliation between the two 
mens John Russell Young made the last 
attempt. It was when Mr. Blaine was in the 
Senate. Mr. Conkling said to Mr. Young 
that he would accept a personal apology from 
Mr. Blaine for the original speech of attack 
made in the House of Representatives upon 
the sole condition chat the disclaimer should 
be made in the open Senate. Such a condi- 
tion was so impossible that the proposition 
was not even suggested to Mr. Blaine, ana 1 
doubt if he ever heard of the attempt which 
was made in such good faith by Mr. Young. 

There was little bitterness of feeling be- 
tween Messrs. Conkling and Blaine during 
the last ten years of the former’s life, 1

1 do not think any of Mr. Conkling’s real 
friends can be pieased with one view 
sued by certain newspaper publications since 
the publication of the nkling letter of 
1866, and that is the allegation that Mr. 
Blaine's course towards Mr. Conkling had 
embittered and ruined his life and in- 
directly driven him to his death. Mr. Conk- 
ling was a proud, independent gentieman, 
who would have been the first to resent the 
imputation that he had been personally in- 

ured by any aggressions of Mr. Blaine or 
is friends. 

The last time I ever heard Mr. Biaine speak 
of Mr. Conkling was in Paris last May. It 
was soon after Mr. Conkiing’s death. Mr. 
Biaine spoke of Mr. Conkling with great re- 
spect and consideration. He said then that 
he thought the mistake in Mr. Conkling’s life 
was when he declined to accept the Chief 
Justiceship of the Supreme Court from 
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‘made a name on the bench not excelled by 
any of the great Judges who have occupied 
this high place. I have often heard Mr. 

laine speak of the controversy between 
himself and Mr. Conkling. He never spoke 
of it unless in response to a question. He 
always spoke without any trace of feeling, 
and always indicated a readiness upon his 
part to go as far as a man of honor could to 
settle the quarrel.

Now that both parties have presented their 
schemes of tariff reduction the voters are 
brought to the fork of the roads.

The 
means and methods proposed to reduce the 
surplus are widely different. The Demo- 
cratic party is struggling and fighting to 
take the road which leads to free trade, 
while the HKepublicans are determined to 
take the other fork and keep inside the lines 
of protecuon. The amount of the tariff re- 
duction proposed by either party is unimpor- 
tant as compared with the means by which it 
is to be achieved and the future purposes in 
view. The Republicans propose to reduce 
the tariff without taking away any essential 
protection from home capital or labor, while 
the Democrats regard the protective theory 
as wrong in itself, and hence aim to con- 
struct a tariff for revenue only and secure 
more imported goods without regard to the 
effect on home manufactures. The Repub- 
lican bill, while lowering the tariff in the ag- 
grégate, actually increases protection iu 
some directions, notably on wool and woolens 
of the finer grades. If it be admitted that 
protective duties certainly increase wages in 
some proportion to the duty imposed, it could 
be shown easily that tne Republican bill is 
calculated to advance the wages of labor in 
several important industries. 

As the free-listing of all grades of wool was 
the prime feature of the Mille bill. the reduc- 
tion of duties on sugar is the main provision 
of the Republican measure, Sugar produces 
more revenue than any other article on the 
tariff list, and the burden falls on more people. 
It is a necessity with all classes. The poor pay 
about as much sugar tax per capita as the rich. 
Moreover, it is the subject of an artificial 
monopoly and the product of the most avari- 
cious and defiant of the trusts. As Muls and 
his associates surrendered to the Havemeyer 
Sugar Trust, abandoned their proposed re- 
duction, and rearranged the sugar duties to 


| enit the trust ata loss of 90 millions a year 
m. | to the people, the Republicans had a pecul- 


iarly good opportunity in dealing with this 
article to show how they would reduce the 
tax duties and benefit the bubu without de- 
stroying any needed protection to home in- 
dustry. Sugar is still left with all the pro- 
tection it really needs, but the exorbitant 
profits of the Sugar Trust wili be cut down 
to something decent. The color line on sugar 
is drawn by the Senate bill at No. 16, Dutch 
standard. The duty on sugar between No. 13 
and No. 16 ie reduced from 2% to 1% 
cents. This single change will do away 
with the temptation to biacken and 
adulterate yellow sugars in order to import 
them into the United States at a low rate of 
duty. At present the sugar known as “Cuba 
céntrifugals” (yellow clarified grades) is 
systematically adulteratea for this purpose. 
When it reaches this country it cannot go 
into domestic use without being put through 
the refineries and burdened with an enor- 
mous trust profit. Over and above a fair 
cost for refining and handling the refiners 
can add about $2.50 per barrel and still sell 
the product cheaper than similar sugar could 
be imported and offered in the American 
market, As at present adjusted the tariff 
gives the Sugar Trust an artificial monopoly 
estimated to yield it $30,000,000 of excessive, 
legitimate gain per annum. With the duty 
reduced and rearranged as proposed in the 
Senate bill, yellow sugar can be imported un- 
aduiterated and in a condition suited to im- 
mediate use, and it will cost the consumers 
only about half as much as the trust cormo- 
rants exact for their white sugar. If the 
trust pushes the price of refined sugar to the

UNE was led somewhat into error. The full 
text of the arbitrators’ decision, now at 
hand, shows plainly that Stevenson Burke 
and his associates did not hold the stock of 
the Hocking Valley and the other roads in 
question as trustees, but as owners at the 
time of the consolidation. The evidence 
tends strongly to show that ip order to com- 
bine the three roads into a single corporation 
Burke & Co. paia the holders of stock in the 
constituent lines more than tne market value 
of their holdmgs. It appears ciearly 
that at the time Burke & Co. en- 
changed $1,500,000 of the stock of 
the Hocking Coal Company for $8,000,000 of 
bonds of the consolidated railroad they 
owned all the stock of the latter corporation 
except two small holdings, one of which be- 
longed to an estate. The arbitrators hold 
that as the owners of these small holdings 
made no complaint at the time or for years 
afterwards they are now preciuded from do- 
ing so. Assuming this to be correct in law, 
it cannot be said that Burke & Co. defrauded 
any of the stockholders in the constituent 
lines in a manner that entities them to re- 
cover. 

So far as respects subsequent purchasers, 
who bought the stock of the consolidated 
company after cne coal landes had been un- 
loaded on the corporation ata price “ enor- 
mously beyond the actual cost and value’’— 
probably eight times their real worth—it 
seems they purchased with full knowl- 
of the swollen debt and actu- 
ally paid only from 40 to 43 
per share, which it is claimed 
Was no more than fair value. To allow these 
subsequent stockholders to recover the mill- 
ions made by Burke & Co.in manipulating 
the affairs of the corporation would proba- 
bly raise their shares to par and give them 
something for which they would render no 
equivaient. The suit by the present stock- 
bolders—nominally by the company—was 
plainly speculative. 

It is not surprising that errors crept into 
the first accounts of this complicated and 
singular transaction. At first glance it 
seemed to present, as the arbitrators say, a 
common form of fraud, in Which men seek 
to gain extravagant sums for property of 
comparatively littie value by the pretended 
sale of it to corporate bodies created or con- 
trolled by themselves.” Unqusstion- 
ably the coal stocks which Burke 
in one capacity sold to himself in another ca- 
pacity were unloaded on the railroad com- 
pany at eight times their actual value, but as 
Burke & Co. owned both the railroad and the 
coal company no one was defrauded. The 
previous stockholders in the constituent rail- 
roads sold to Burke & Co. above market 
value and the subsequent purchasers of stock 
in the consolidated company bought from 
them at a low rate and with full knowledge of 
the debt that had been piled up. Nevertheless

WHY LYNCH SHOULD JOIN THE WHISKY 
TRUST 


The owners of the Shufeldt distillery last 
week asked the Mayor to let them feed Texas 
cattle there on slope till April 1. As there was 
no ordinance authorizing it, and as he could 
not grant them that illegal permission without 
extending the like favor to ali other ns 
asking it, the Mayor refused, and should 
have been the end of it. But Mesara. Lynch 
and Suufelut are apparently a law unto them- 
selves, and Tuesday 400 head of cattle were 
driven up from the Stock- Yards and housed 
in the distillery sheds. News of this bold 
violation of the city ordinances soon reached 
the Mayor and the Health Commissioner, 
and Wednesday the Texas steers were driven 
back where they belonged in spite of the 
furious objections of those who had taken 
the job of filling them up with slops. They 
hunted around to nd some Judge who would 
grant them an injunction against the city to 
restrain the removel, They fancied, with 
some reason, that once in the courts they 
could keep the case there till spring. But 
the city was too quick for them, and it is 
doubtful if they try any more cattle-feeding 
in violation of thé city laws. 

The Mayor should be thanked for his 
prompt action. His enforcement of the dis- 
tullery ordinances during the summer has 
been of great tage to the North Branch 
and the people Who live near it. He has 
stopped nauseous and sickening smells. He 
has prevented the throwing of refuse into 
the stream, thus lessening materially the 
bills for dredging and the coal bills at the 
Fullerton Avenue Pumping Works, for it 
has taken less lake water to keep the branch 
clean. It is gratifying to see that this good 
work is to be kept up and that there will be 
no slipping back into old and slovenly ways. 
Comfort and economy will continue to go 
hand in hand. 

The funniest thing about this whole busi- 
ness, though, was Mr. Lynch’s angry asser- 
tion that the Whisky Trust was at the bot- 
tom of this refusal to let him violate a good 
ordinance; that the trust was seeking to 
force him Imto its ranks, but that he would 
not be coaxed nor drivenin. Ia this Lynch 
can expect no public sympathy. Tun Txis- 
UNE is not alone ih thinking that he is sin- 
ning against the light; that he is acting 
against his own best interests, financially 
and morally. All know what Tun Trisuns 


thinks of trusts. With one exveption it op- 


poses them all. Restricting production, they 
increase the price of an article to the con- 
sumer, thus diminishing consumption, and 
are therefore against the public inter- 
ests. Just because a trust does these 
things this journal is in favor of the 
Whisky Trust, which Lynch says he 
will not join. This trust, by reducing the 
whisky product and adding to its price to the 
consumer, lessens the amount ot it which is 
drank. Thus it is a temperance agent to some 
extent and helps to check that tide of mis- 


pay NM, per cent, which is somewhat less 
than in previous years. The State Board 
would have gladly made it 35, but could not, 
for if it had added much more to the assess

One reform 
which is urgently demanded is exceedingly 
simple and should be taken in hand by the 
General Assembly as soon as it meets, That 
is, to allow the State Board to increase the 
total assessment at least 15 per cent. At 
present 1 per cent is the limit, and that is 80 
small that it does not give margin enough for 
an honest equalization, There is need of 
many reforms in our revenue system, but it 
is almost impossible to get the General As- 
sembly to pass any thorough and compre- 
hensive measure, Hence the need of at- 
tacking the subject in detail end get- 
ting through one or two short bills 
which may relieve the situation of some of 
ite perplexities. The giving of this addi- 
tional power to the State Board should be 
accompanied with the creation of some sort 
of a revisory tribunal, made up of the State 
officers, which shall review its acts and sor- 
rect them if unjust. At present the board is 
the most despotic and powerful body in Uli- 
nois. It can raise and lower taxes with per- 
fect irresponsibility. It can shift the bur- 
dens of. government trom the shoulders of 
one set of taxpayers to another, and there is 
no way to call it to account, It has absolute 
control of the assessments of railroads. 
Eieven meu out of twenty have unlimited 
power to say what these wealthy corporsa- 
tions shall pay. Such unchecked power is 
too vast. It is unrepublican. |

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WHEAT AND FLOUR. 
The excitement in the wheat market seems 


to be about over for the present. The mar- 


ket has dropped back smartly from the 61. 18. 
for December which was paid by a few of 
the shorts and by some who were so unfortu- 
nate as to have new buying orders filled for 
them at the top. It was about 85 cents above 
the lowest price touched three weeks ago. 
There was then an immense volume of short 
selling by those who believed the Washing- 
ton crop report for September faithfully 
represented existing conditions, and that it 
practically amounted to an estimate of 
440,000,000 bushels for the harvest yield 
of this year. Since then the  senti- 
ment of the trade has acclimated itseif 
gradually to the idea that 350,000,000 bushels 
ismuch nearer to the actual quantity, and 
the revulsion has been accompanied by as 
wild a reaction as ever marked the history of 
the market, even if the Hutchinson squeeze 
of last month be left out of the count. Prob- 
ably $10,000,000 would be a moderate esti- 
mate of the losses sustained by those who 
bet their money on the accuracy of the Sep- 
tember report, while nearly as much was 
made by the few who disbelieyed it and had 
the courage to back their convictions with 
the cash. 

As between two classes of men who specu- 
lated on the crop conditions in a way which 
many insistis nothing more or less than 
gambling, the great public cares nothing and 
has little to say. But the public as a whole 
i vitally interested in the fact that it now is 
obliged to pay much higher prices for breaa 
than have been asked for about four years, 
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Mr. Burke to display a little less indignation 
in demanding a correction of the errors in 
the first accounts of his remarkabie and 
brilliant financiering. Opinions may differ 
as to whether the Judge of the court at 
Columbus who issued an injunction against 
Burke & Co. was as “ weak and inefficient” 
as the latter deem him. 


CONSEQUENCES OF IMPORTING AN ORTHO- 
DOX RABBI. 


The importation of foreign labor, even 
though designed for work in intellectual 
fielas, is not always wise. This discovery 
has just been made by a congregation of 
orthodox as distinguished from reformed 
Jews in New York City, who recently brought 
over Rabbi Joseph from Wilna to be their 
chief rabbi. The orthodoxy of New York is 
by no means up to the Russian standard, and 
the new minister has set in to enforce a num- 
ber of regulations which, though they are to 
be found in tne Talmud and have the author- 
eity of a thousand odd years behind them, are 
not taken to kindly by the members of Rabbi 
Joseph's American flock. 

Ali know that the orthodox Jews buy their 
meat from their own butchers, who kill it in 
a particular way. Not all know or can im- 
agine the minute regulations as to the kilung 
of cattle and fowis which are to be tound 
in the rabbinical writings. These, it 
is claimed, are part of the oral law 
that was revealed to Moses. For proof 
of this the rabbis point to Deuteronomy, 
XII., 21, which says: “Thou shalt kill of thy 
herd and thy flock as I have commanded 
thee,” inferring, in accordance with their 
method of interpreting the law, that God 
‘had ordered a certain way of Killing. The

No more drunkards bearing the “ Shufeldt 
distillery” brand. No more prickings of con- 
science at the sight of a blear-éyed loafer 
with his ragged child. Instead of that the 
proud: feeling that he is working in 
the interests of temperance by making 
whisky dear and scareé; that he is 
dimipishing crime and lessening poverty 
while increasing hisown wealth. The women 
whose carousing husbands leave them with- 
out bread or clothes; the parents who see 
with horror their children’s “steps take hoid 
on hell“; the little giris who try to drag their 
fathers from the dens of drunken crime—all 
gather around Lynch and beseech him to 
join the trust and work with it to 6lévate the 
cost of liquor. 

We do not believe Lynch can long resist 
these entreaties, to which we add our own. 
Let him join the only justifiable trust the

„ Blaine!” was the shout that rose in im- 
mense volume from the thousands of Re- 
publicans who seemed to have suddenly for- 
gotten that Dr. Doane was still addressing 
them as they waved their hate.

His friends thought he could not talk to 
one-half of them, but he was in splendid 
voice. He made what is considered one of 
his best campaign speeches. There was not 
a sound emitted from the crowd to disturb 
the flow of reason, readily comprehended by 
everybody, and when he stopped and chal- 
lenged contradiction he smiled in grateful 
recognition of the demonstrations of appro- 
bation. Raising his arms above his head 
and expanding his fingers he would bring 
them down slowly. as though he were taking 
hig hearers into his confidence. When he 
concluded the audience acted as though they 
wanted him to begin again. He spoke as 
foliows: 


Mr. Blaine came to the front of the plat- 
form holding in his hand a letter addressed 
to him by W. Stearns, the Democratic candi- 
date for Congress in the Adrian district, 
Holding it up to the audience he said: 


MR. BLAINE’S SPEECH, 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND Fe.Low-OCrrizens: If 
there is a gentieman in this audience who signs 
his name W. Stéarns, I desire his attention, He 
addressed a personal letter to me which, whether 
he intended it to be courteous or not, I shall en- 
deavor to reply to courteously. He wants to 
know why in the House of Representatives in 
1868 Lopposed a tax on lumber, and why Iam 
now ih favor of continuing the tariff on lumber. 
Well, Isuppose he has read the Congressional 
Globe, for he gives the page and the date; but if 
he will read it again he will find that I opposed 
an interfial tax on lumber, and that it had noth- 
ing whatever to do with the tariff tax on lumber 
except to make the tariff more effective. It was 
at the time we were taxing everything on 
account of the great debt, and I maintained then, 
as I maintain now, that it was unwise to tax 
breadstuffs or to tax lumber by an internal tax 
in the United Staves, which added just that much 
to the price of it to every consumer. Now, if he 
does not know the difference between an internal 
tax and a tariff tax, Iwill tell him. ([Cheers, 
cries of “He don’t know,” and laughter.] Well. 
I will not say anything about that myself, but 
the jury of the vicinage seems to be against him. 
[Laughter and cheers.) The internal tax is one 
that does not protect any American industry, 
but takes just that much out of the industry. It 
18 @ tax whieh is levied in this country 
only in war times, except on a few 
articles. It is the same tax asthe excise which 
has been for generations so odious a tax in Great 
Britain. Itis the same tax against which the 
people of the United States came near rebelling 
during Washington’s Administration. We are 
in better order now and we pay every tax that is 
levied, but the United States, in the judgment 
ot the Republican party, ought to raise all the 
money it needs for the support of government 
from the tariff, because the tariff gives to the 
American laborer and gives to every industrial 
interest in the United States a great advantage 
over the same in foreign countries, and aids in 
building up What the United States possesses 
today beyond any nation on the globe— 
a great home market. I said I was op- 

to every tax except the tariff tax. 
I make no exception. I am in favor of contin- 
uing the tax on whisky, except that part which 
is used im the arts and in medicifie. [A voice, 
“Why?") Iwill you why. I am in favor of it 
as reported in the new Tariff bill before Con- 
gress. I am in favor of it because I think the 
tax tends to make it a little higher, aud fewer 
can get it to drink it. [Applause and iaughter.)

We are 65,000,000 of people; we have 
thirty-eight States and eight Territories; we 
have 3,500,000 aquare miles of terriwory; we 
have 17,000 miles of ocean front, and over that 
vast area-—nearly as large as the Continent of 
Europe, with a much greater water front on the 
ocean—we Americans, among ourselves, around 
the hearthstone and by the fireside, have abso- 
lute free trade. [Cheers and cries of That's it, 
that's the doctrine.“ ] We do not erect a barrier on 
the border of any State against another State. 
It you have a particular article you can come 
to Maine, to New York, to New England, or 
you can go to California or Oregon, and you will 
not be met on the whole way by custom-houses 
or tax - collectors of any kind. that, as a mat- 
ter of fact—and 1 have brought it to the atten- 
tion of people beyond the sea there“ is not, nor 
has there ever been, so great a number of mill- 
ions of people in the world who have had the 
greatest end highest blessings that free trade 
can give them as the people of the United States. 
(Applause. | 

But we know algo that is free trade among 
ourselves. That is the intercourse between the 
great family of the American people, who do not 
tax each other, and every State in which is guar- 
anteed a home to any man that chooses to set- 
tle in it, and every man has the same right in one 
State that he can have in any other State. 
[Oneers.] But when you come to the question 
whether the foreiga peoples, Who pay no taxes, 
who are not of our family, whe live alien to us, 
who live far beyond the ocean, shall enter into 
this great home market, thet opens another ques- 
tion, There comes in the great doctrine uf pro- 
tection. More than that, let me say here that 
the principle of protection ig not always 
in every country alike profitable. The principle 
of protection cannot be applied in every country 
with the same value and the same profit, and I 
will tell you why, and I will tell you why it has 
become of 8 to the United States. It 
is because the United States is a world within 
itself. Now, if we were a little narrow country 
that only had one or two products, probably if 
we sought to protect those products we would 
only raise the price upon ourselves; but we 
have a country that extends from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, from the Gulf to the Wakes, from 
latitude 23° on the borders of the Tropic of Can- 
cer to latit ude 49°, away off on the borders of 
British Columbia. We have the semi-tropical 
products in Southern Qalbfornia, and in the 
northern latitudes we hae the cereais; 
we have the fruits, have the cotton, we 
have wool, we have hemp—we havea world 
within ourselves. And so large does this princi 
ple of become and so varied is its ap- 
plieatiin that no man can say that this man or 
that man is protected at the expense of his neigh- 
bor, because every pursuit, every calling which 
man engages, comes in for a share of the great 
beneficent influence which protection gives to a 
Nation situated as the United States is situated. 
So that when they talk tous about free trade I 
tell them in Engiand that as compared with us 
they know nothmt about it. We have got abso- 
lute tree trade among 65,000,000 of our own peo- 
ple, and we have protection against the 1,400,000, - 
000 of people that live outside of us. [Applause 
and laughter. | 

Now, I understand my duty to be to look out 
for these 65,000,000 of people at home. The old 
saying used to be that the City of Prague was 
the cleanest city in Europe, and the reason was 
that every man brushed his own doorstep. 
[Cheers and laughter.) Now these philanthropic 
statesmen, like President Olevelana—if I may 
say so ([Laughter]—who want to look out for 
trade beyond the sea and to benefit mankind be- 
yond our keeping, I think have got a larger job 
on hand than they will accomplish; and 1 know 
that the Nation which mostand best looks out 
for itself is acting not only according to the law 
of intelligent selfishness but according to the 
best law of brotherly love and philanthropic re- 
gardfor man; for the richer We grow the more 
we impress ourselves upon the entire world as 
an exhibition and a proof of what intelligent 
men can do under self-government without the 
aid of a noble or a king. (Cheers.}] That is 
what this country has done. [Cheers,] We 
framed our Government without the protection 
of kings and in spite of them. We grew up 
without the favor of the great in Europe and in 
spite of them. We grew up without the patron- 

of nations in Burope and in spite 
of them; and today we have frown 80 
large that the little Nation of 3,000,000 in 
the struggle of 1776 has become so great and 
grand and so powerful that it overshadows them 
all. The example of this Nation is worth more 
to struggling nationalities and to suffering hu- 
manity throughout this world than anything that 
it was in the powerof the American ple to 
produce. The policy which has done t is the 
policy of protection, whieh has built up every 
industry at home, which bas caused our wide in- 
pein of domestic products, and which has 
surrounded our interests by a great wer 
against — tee g intrusion from abroad and with 
perfect safety at home. [Cheers.)

ENDICOTT MUST EXPLAIN. 


THE SENATE PASSES THE HALL RES- 
OLUTION UPON BENET’S CIRCULAR. 


Several Senators Denounce Both the Civil 
Service Law and the Orders Under It— 
Mr. Blair Argues for His Educational 
Bill — Commissioner Johnston's Report 
on the Pacific Railroads—Senator Beck 
Opposes an Adjournment—General Cap- 
ital News. : 


Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. -In the Senate 
today Mr. Chanaler offered a resolutaon 
(which was laid over till tomorrow) direct- 
ing the Attorney General to inform the Sen- 
ate whether or not during the present year 
there has come to the knowledge of the De- 
partment of Justice any violation of the elev- 
enth and fourteenth sections of the Civil 
Service law of 1883, and, if so, whether any 
prosecutions have been instituted to punish 
such violations. 

Among the bills reported from committees 
and placed on the calendar were the follow- 
ing: The Senate bill to authorize the sale of 
tumber on certain lands reserved for the use 
of the Chippewa Indieas in Wisconsin and 
in Minnesota; the Senate bill regulating the 
allotment of the lands in severalty to In- 
dians. 1 

The Senate at half- past 12 resumed consid- 
eration of Mr. Hali’s resolution on Gen. M. 
Benet’s circulars as to discharges from arse- 
nals and armories. Mr. Teller opened the 
discussion upon it. He thought it a grave 
misfortune tit the people should have come 
to believe that vast sums of money were col- 
lected or were necessary for the purpose of 
carrying on poltical campaigns. If the 
issue of the Presidential election de- 
pended on money the Republican par- 
ty might as well surrender now as 
atany time. With nearly $60,000,000 of the 
public money now in United States banks in- 
stead of being in circulation, or instead of 
having been used in payment of the debt, it 
was easy for the Democratic National Com- 
mittee to cali upon those people who were 
plundering the Government in that way for 
their contributions, and they would hardly 

“nay” when the retention of this 
money (for which they paid no interest) de- 
pended on the Fer will of a Democratic Sec- 
rétary of the Treasury Who, it was said, had 
himself contributed $10,000 to the campaign 
fund, and of whom it was said, whether 
truthfully or not, that his nearest relative 
had contributed twice as much. 

Mr. Saulsbury thought such a debate on 
such a resolution disreputable to the Senate. 
If he had the power he would repeal the 
Civil Service statute and revoke every order 
made under it. He characterized the attacks 
upon the President as an attempt to clip his 
wings in the vain hope of preventing his fly- 
ing over the field next November, and he de- 
clared that Mr. Cleveland would live in the 
history of his country long after his tradu- 
cers were forgotten. 

Mr. Stewart said that he had come to the 
conclusion that the Civil Service law was a 
bad one, and thatit ought to be repealed. 
It was a law to promote duplicity and lying; 
a law the execution of which would b a 
race of rascals. 

The resolution was then agreed to without 
division. 

Mr. Chandler's resolution for an inquiry 
into the Louisiana election was then taken 
up and Mr. Biair spoke upon it and in connec- 
tion with it argued in fa or of his education- 
al bill. The resolution went over till Monday 
and the majority and mg ee 4 reports on the 
Tariff bili (as well as Mr. Beck’s views) were 
presented and ordered printed. 

A further conference was ordered on the 
Deficiency bill and after an executive session 
the Senate adjourned till Monday. 


SUBSIDIZED RAILROADS. 


Report of Commigsioner Johnston on the 


Various Lines. - 

Wasninoron, D. C., Oct. 4—Gen. Joseph 
E. Johnston, Commissioner of Railroads, in 
his annual report to the Secretary of the In- 
terior states that the railroads south of the 
Union and Central Pacitic and east of Cali- 
fornia have been inspected during the year 
by Mr. Hassard, the engineer of the office. 
The Commissioner inspected the Union and 
Central Pacific and all the roads in Cali- 
fornia and Oregon connected with the lat- 
ter, and those in Washington Territory. 
“These roads,” the Commissioner adds, 
“are all in satisfactory condition. They 
were well built originally and have been 
kept in excellent order since. Steel rails 
have been substituted for iron almost 
everywhere.” The examination of the books 
and accounts of the subsidized companies— 
namely: the Union Pacific, Central Pacific, 
Sioux City & Pacific, and the Certral Branch 
of the Union Pacific—was made by W. M. 
Thompson, assistant bookkeeper, and J. 
Kemper, clerk. Itincluded a comparison of 
the reports of the companies made to the 
Commissioner with their books and ac- 
counts. No errors or. discrepancies were de- 
tected. The report shows that Dec. 31, 1887 
the Unioa Pacific Company had disposed of 
12,944,781 acres of land, the total cash re- 
ceipts from ali sales amounting to $26,395,951. 
There remained outstand) on account of 
time sales the sum of $13,568,861. The aver- 
age price per acre for ail sales was $2.53 for 
the Union Division, $3.72 for the Kansas 
Division, and 84.24 for the Ford River Di- 
vision. A comparative statement of the 
funded debt of the Union Pacific shows that 
Dec. 31, 1887, the amount of bonds outstand- 
ing was $115,508,639. which is a net decrease 
for the year of $1,7 The revenue of 
the road for the year 1887 aggregated $25, 120, 
151 and the expenditures $19,297,981, leaving a 
surplus of $5,831,534. The debt of the Union 
Pacific Company Dec. 31, 1887, was $222, 169,- 
431, of which $60,868,500 was its capital stock. 
The increase for the year was $1,801,183. The 
assets of the road aggregated 451,137, 
which is a net increase for the year of $8,858, - 
346. The net increase for the year was 
$7,057,182. The total earnings of the 
aided portions of the for the 
same period were $17,473,276, an in- 
crease of $1,149,423. The expenses aggre- 
gated $11,489,773, which is a decrease of 
$350,018. e increase in the amount due the 
United States was $238,081. The funded debt 
of the Central Pacific Road Dec. 31, 1887, is 
shown to have been $87,735,850, which is a de- 
crease for the year of 61, 817, 000. The rev- 
enue of this road for the year was $15, 232.725, 
the expenditures $13,723,205. The financial 
condition of the road is shown as follows: 
Liabilities, including capital stock, $190,225, - 
776; assets, $222,067,224; surplus, $31,880,448. 
Of the assets $22,560,000 is credited to farm- 
ing lands unsold,“ which the Commissioner 
believes is not even approximation, on -ac- 
count of overlapping grants which are liable 
to be lost.. The total earnings of the aided 
portion of the road were $8,023,673, total ex- 
penses $6,269,213, which is a net increase in 
tne earnings for the year of $273,006. No rec- 
ommendations are made in the report. |

F. IL. HARTIGAN’S VINDICATION. 


Tardy Reparation for an Injustice Done a 
Chicago Cadet at West Point. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 4—[Special. ]— 
The case of F. L. Hartigan of Chicago, dis- 
missed from the West Point Military Acad- 
emy in 1885 for violently throwing into a 
ditch a sentinel on guard at that place, has 
again appeared before the President for re- 
dress. President Cleveland magnanimously 
condescended to receive Hartigan in his of- 
tice yesterday and listen to the latter’s story 
of the affair said to have been committed by 
him some three years since. Proofs 
were produced to show that  Harti- 
gan had nothing whatever to do with 
the offense for which he was summarily dis- 
missed from the academy and the guilt of 
another was firmly established. The guilty 
individual, a fellow-cadet with Hartigan at 
West Point, at present First Lieutenant in 
the regular army of the United States, now 
comes forth with an autograph communica- 
tion completely exonerating Hartigan 
from having in any way been a par- 
ticipant in the affair, and at the same 
time deciaring himself the guilty person. 
“This letter, which results in Hartigan’s 
vindication, will receive prompt attention 
from the President,“ said Congressman Law- 
ler today, and the stigma erased from his 
name by his being readmitted to the military 
academy and allowed to complete his course 
there. Over two years having elapsed since 
the offense was committed the guilty army 
officer cannot now be held responsibie and 
tried before any court according to the pres- 
sent status of the law on that point, and con- 
sequently will be allowed to go free. 

CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER'S ARRIVAL. 

Chief Justice Fuller arrived with his 
family last night. They are already domi- 
ciled at Belmont, the fine mansion at tne 
head of Fourteenth street, which will be the 
residence of the Chief Justice for the next 
ear. The preparations for swearing in Mr. 
Faller are completed. The ceremony prom- 
ises to be impressive. 

BISHOP OBERLY’S CONFIRMATION. 

Bishop Oberly has landed safely in the In- 
dian Office. The Senate has confirmed his 
nomination as Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, but the confirmation hasnot yet been 
made public, and the Bishop does not know 
of it himself. There were no votes against 
him, which is something of a compliment. 
He will be notified next week and will take 
hold at once. His resignation as Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioner is already in the hands of 
the President, but will not be accepted until 
his confirmation is given out.

After 
adjournment the President could, of course, 
reappoint Newberry and he could take hold 
of the office at Once. But under such circum- 
stances he would hardly be able todo the 
Democrats much good before election day.

A STALWART LETTER FROM A LEAD- 
ING METHODIST PREACHER. 


He Gives His Reasons at Length for Sup- 
porting the Grand Old Republican 
Party—Unsavory Reputation of the 
Democratic Candidate—Wrong Tariff 
Ideas of the Bourbons and Their Sym- 
pathy with the Ex-Rebels—Gen. Harri- 
son a Worthy Standard- Bearer. 


The Rev. Robert M. Hatfield, D. D., in the 
October Statesman: In considering the pres- 
ent political situation we do well to remem- 
ber that there are but two bona-fide Presi- 
dential candidates in the field. It is true 
that Gen. Fisk, Belva Lockwood, and others 
are named in connection with the high office, 
and it is the conceded right of every Ameri- 
can citizen (if white and living in a Northern 
State) to vote for whomever he will in the ap- 
proaching Presidential election. He may de- 
posit his ballot for Gen. Fisk, Mrs. Lock- 
wood, George Francis Train, or Mrs. Grundy, 
but if he is possessed of average intelligence 
he can have no hope that his candidate will 
be elected. His vote will be of no conse- 
quence except as it may help or hinder one 
of the two great political parties into which 
our country is divided. Asalife-iong ad vo- 
cate of temperance I do not propose to throw 
away my vote, or to cast it where it will af- 
ford aid and comfort to the Democratic par- 
ty. I cannot support this Democratic party 
for the following and other reasons: 

1. Their candidate for the Presidency has 
an unsavory reputation.

I am aware 
that on-the question of the tariff there is not 
perfect unanimity in the Democratic party, 
but the party as a whole, with the President 
at its head, is hostile to a tariff for the pro- 
tection of the industries of our country. On 
this question the is English rather 
than American. Its policy if adopted must 
work a general derangement of business and 
in time reduce the workingmen of our coun- 
try to a level with the poverty-stricken la- 
borers of the Ola World. The tariff may, 
and probably does, need revision, but this 
revision should be made by friends who de- 
sire its improvement, not by enemies who are 
bent on its destruction.

The truth as regards the labor 
cost of pigiron is easily obtained and ought 
to be known to a man who is elected to repre- 
sent business interests in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Let us see how Mr. Mills’ state- 
ment accords with the facts in the case. 

According to the best authorities the aver- 
age cost of producing a ton of pig iron in the 
AH. (Alu.) district is $11 per ton. It 
should remembered that Birmingham is 
most tavorably situated for cheap ore and 
fuel, and that pig iron can be made there at 
a less cost than anywhere else in the United 
States.
